-- UN RETURN TO RWANDA: U.S. EFFORT TO STOP MASSACRE: 

THE UNSC APPROVED A RESOLUTION LATE ON MAY 16 TO AUTHORIZE 
EXPANSION OF THE UNAMIR FORCES, IN PHASES, UP TO 5,500 
TROOPS. THE 179 UNAMIR MILITARY OBSERVERS WHO REMAINED IN 
NAIROBI FOLLOWING EVACUATION FROM RWANDA ARE TO RETURN TO 
RWANDA AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, AND THE GHANAIAN BATTALION 
CURRENTLY IN RWANDA IS TO BE BROUGHT UP TO FULL STRENGTH 
(800 TROOPS) . SUBSEQUENT DEPLOYMENTS ARE CONTINGENT UPON
